$1,725,000 for the troubled ski area, 
with a down payment of 10. percent.

' Evergreen Valley is a 2,100-acre 
resort area adjacent to Kezar Lake and 
the White Mountain National Forest in 
Lovell and Stoneham. 

Development of the resort was begun 
in the early 1970s but the facility was 
closed in 1983 with the bankruptcy:of 
the owner. FAME, as holder of the 
mortgage on the property, attempted to 
sell the property to a new owner last 
yeat but failed, and FAME again wound 
up with the property.

Perennial orphans to have home 


The perennial orphans of Bethel’s public services are slated to have 
a permanent home as a result of approval of an ambulance garage at a 
special town meeting on March 19, . 

Up to $72,241 was authorized to be borrowed for the project that in- 
cludes the building, water and sewer connections, landscaping, etc. The 
structure will be located on Cross Street with provision for housing the 
town’s two ambulances, together with adequate space for meeting and 
training quarters for the Bethel Emergency Ambulance and Rescue Ser- 
vice (BEARS). 

Construction of a facility for this purpose is long overdue as suitable 
and adequate permanent quarters have been non-existent since the town 
assumed responsibilty for provision of the service a decade ago. 

Housed initially at the fire station, many shortcomings were evident 


at the outset, with the priority positioning necessary for the ambulance | 


causing some unhappiness. Limited training and storage areas for the 
BEARS at the fire station location necessitated the utilization of other sites 
in the area for these purposes, 

With the acquisition of the second ambulance, authorized at the an- 
nual town meeting in 1980, a move to.a different location was imperative. 
After considerable discussion and searching space was secured at the SAD 
44 Maintenance Garage. These quarters were not meant to be perma- 
nent but it did put any long-term solution of the issue at the bottom of 
the priority lists of many local “movers and shakers;” (Or “wheeler- 
dealers” if you prefer. Any difference depends on your vantage point.) 

The matter was again brought to the forefront during the past year as 
the SAD 44 Board of Directors indicated that the space at the bus garage 
was needed for school district storage and would not be available after 
July 1, 1985, Additional time to. Oct. 1 of this year was later granted, With 
this deadline, action appeared to be imperative if the ambulances and 
the BEARS were not to be out in the cold with the advent of another winter. 

For the past several months the town’s Facilities Committee has work- 
ed to satisfy several masters and came up with the plan and cost estimates 
approved at the March 19 meeting. 

This project tends to prove what the town’s committees, services, various 
boards, officials and consultants can do when it appears that they might 
well be between a rock and a hard place. 

If we were to indulge in the 100 percent infallibility that always ac- 
companies hindsight, we could say that “if” the project was built ten or 
eight or three years ago, the cost would have been less. This is quite 
possibly true, but with no especial sense of real urgency apparent for a 
permanent home, the tendency was to. “study” the situation to death, 
with temporary stop-gap solutions being accepted. 

While we disagree with some of the more aesthetic cosmetic features 
of the building (i.e., the false front hiding the shed-type roof from the Cross 
Street side of the structure) we believe the town acted correctly in mov- 
ing toward a permanent solution of the question. 

Bethel has another issue that cries for a speedy solution, The town’s 
grader that has served for a score of years, is in need of replacement. This 
issue in one form or another has been extant for three years or more, 

While no advocate of recklessly plunging into. the abyss of fool-hardy 
increasing of the tax rate we believe the time is upon us to salve the grader 
question. 

_ Any delay past the annual town meeting in June to provide funding 
for a replacement unit would not appear to be in the best long-term in- 
terests of the town. :

LENTEN MEDITATION 


in the Gospel of Mark, chapter 11, 
there is the traditional story of the en- 
try of Jesus into Jerusalem (the City of 
Peace) on the back of a young donkey, 
a colt, The celebration gives rise to the 
long-held hopes and ancient trust in the 
God who will redeem His people. 

The disciples found the colt, took it 
saying to its owner, “The Lord has need 
of it.” It would be returned. Palm bran- 
ches are cut and spread on the road as 
the Lord riding on the donkey passes 
by. 

The story also intimates that some of 
the pressing crowd removed garments 
and placed them in the path of Jesus. 
As is Mark’s custom he portrays throngs 
of people going before and following 
after Jesus, thus giving an air of positive 
support. We must also remember that 
they probably did riot understand the 
full impact of this mission, The shouts 
of *Hosanna,” which means “Save us,“ 
came forth as a burst of praise. 

Many thought that Jesus has at last 
come to establish “the kingdom of our 
father David.” Yet it is interesting to 
note that the pilgrims did not call Jesus 
the “Son of David,” as did the blind 
Bartimaeus in a preceding encounter. 
Jesus clearly and firmly rejected the no» 
tion: that He was the Messian in the 
sense of being the one fo establish a 
kingdom in the image of David. Jesus 
came, instead, as the foreruriaer of that 
“coming” kingdom. 

\t must further be noted that Jesus’ ar- 
rival into the city of peace did fot oc- 
cur immediately. Mark makes it clear 
that the festival celebrated today occurs 
near the city but not if the city. Jesus 
enters the city, goes into the teniple 
alone and leaves the city with the 
Twelve. 

Jerusalem itself is not the scene of 


is that today. 

The unexpected upheaval caused by 
Jesus in the temple catches us off guard. 
it raises the question, “Where do we 
find the Lord?” Mark gives us a hint, He 
is found in places where He is least ex- 
pected. His actions within and without 
the temple remind us that Jesus often 
is found revealing the presence of God 
in a new time and a new place. 

When Jesus entered the temple there 
are two phrases which give light to pro- 
jected prospects of His presence: 
“When he had looked around at 
everything” and “It was already late” 
(11:11). These statements give us a hint 
as to what this week (Holy Week) might 
bring. In summary, God (Jesus) is found 
in the joys and sorrows, in work and in 
leisure, in life and in death. In persons 
and places of least expectation. 

“Hosanna!” Blessed is He that 
comes...”.

Woodstock selectmen 
review local agencies 


At their meeting last night (Tuesday), 
the Woodstock Board of Selectmen 
reviewed the work of various agencies, 
boards and institutions serving the com- 
munity. They noted that the Whitman 
Memorial Library placed 3,013 books 
in circulation last year, the largest 
number of titles being adult fiction, 
1,292 titles. 

The library purchased 107 fiction 
works during the year, 37 non-fiction 
titles and 14 children’s. books. The 
library also. accepted 25 books as gifts. 

The building was painted during the 
year, and a new sign was: put up in- 
dicating the library’s location. New 
shelves. were added, and a new IBM 
electric typewriter helps in processing 
books. 

The section on presidential 
biographies was moved, and Librarian 
Nadja Bolio is considering rearranging 
the Maine collection. An old bookcase 
will be used in the entryway to display 
crafts, and plans are underway to panel 
walls and set up a children’s section. 

The Tri-Town Ambulance Service has 
had a busy year, the selectmen 
discovered, serving Woodstock with 85 
runs. A search and rescue unit was 
formed under the direction of the Maine 
Wardens’ Service. The best news is that 
the group is now completely debt-free, 
having paid off the debts on both 
ambulances. 

Five new portable radios will be pur- 
chased, thanks to a federal grant. Said 
Selectman Clifford York, “We're hap- 
py with the coverage Tri-Town has 
given us the past year, and its present 
site [in the town garage] seems to be 
working out well.” 

The Recreation Board purchased a fot 
of new equipment for the ball teams last 
year, the selectmen noted, Denis Cor- 
rin and a. church group from New Jersey 
helped paint the grandstand. In swim- 
ming, 100 children completed the pro- 
gram, The selectmen expressed thanks 
to the many volunteers involved in 
these projects. 

The Consérvation Commission had a 
successful bottle drive to purchase 
nature ecology books for Woodstock 
Elementary School, It also studied the 
feasibility of a glass recycling bin at the 
new transfer station in Greenwood.

The West Paris Board of Selectmen, 
at then regular meeting last Thursday 
night, met with Dwight Merrill, of 
Bethel, owner of GAN Sanitation Co., 
and told him they wanted to know what 
it would cost to haul the town's trash 
to Norridgewock. 

The Town of Norridgewock is near 
Skowhegan, about 90 miles from West 
Paris. There is a private landfill there, 
operated by Consolidated Waste Ser- 
vices, Inc., which has room for more 
trash, 

“They said, ‘Anyway we can help 
you, just call us,” recounted Selectman 
Hugo Heikkinen of his conversation 
with Consolidated Waste. 

And he is afraid he might just have 
to do that if the City of Auburn in- 
cinerator can’t accept the town’s trash 
and if the DEP forces the town to close 
its averflowing dump. 

“If we get a sudden call from DEP 
saying lock the gate, what are we go- 
ing to do.” Mr. Heikkinen wondered 
aloud, 

The selectmen earlier asked bids from 
four trash-hauling firms to cart the trash 
to Auburn if the incinerator becomes 
available. Mr. Merrill’s GAN Sanitation 
was the low bidder. No contract will be 
signed with anyone until the town has 
more definite direction as to where to 
take the trash.

SAFETY TIP OF THE WEEK: Last 
week the safety tip dealt with stabiliz- 
ing a broken part of the body, such as 
an arm or a leg. 

A much more serious injury, which 
also needs stabilizing, is injury fo the 
back. Any accident may jar the back, 
not necessarily breaking the vertebrae, 
but badly bruising the back. Some frac- 
tures are hairline, and can only be seen 
with an x-ray. The potential damage to 
the spinal cord, which is protected by 
the backbone, makes it necessary to 
stabilize the entire back if there is any 
indication of injury to the back. 

At a vehicle accident, the tendency 
is to pull the injured person out of the 
car. Medically trained people can 
stabilize that back before moving, that 
patient. At the scene it may appear to 
take a great deal of time to get people 
out of cars. But that time is very impor- 
tant and may save paralysis.

Newry Planning Board OKs
